EDELMAN’S CASE. 


The Testimony of the Pros- 
ecution All in. 


LAUTERIO ON THE STAND. 
The ex-Deputy Auditor Tells About 
Edeiman’s Direct Connection 
With the Fraudulent. 


Warrants. 


The only witness examined yesterday in 
the trial of Henry W. Edelman, ex-Deputy 
Couty Clerk, was Frank Lauterio, the ex- 
Deputy County Auditor, who claims that he 
turned over to Edelman about forty-five 
fraudulent jury warrants, which, it is al- 
leged, Edelman caused to. be presented to 
to the County Treasurer for payment. | 

Wednesday afternoon it was discovered 
that Lauterio, in defiance of the instructions 
of Judge Smith, had remained in the coyrt- 
room after he had been first called to testify. 
When the District-Attorney recalled him 
Mr. White objected to his going upon the 
stana to testify for this reason. The Court 
took the matter under advisement, and yes- 
terday morning held that, while Lauterio 
had been guilty of contempt, the contempt 
in itself did not disqualify him from testify- 
ing further. 

Then Lauteriowas wanted and he was 
notathand, The court took arecess until 
11 o’clock, instructing the Deputy Sheriff 
tohunt for the missing witness. When 
the hour arrived the deputy appeared, but 
without Lauterio,. He could not be found. 

Judge Smith directed that a bench-war- 
rant be issued for the witness, and that he 
be brought into court at 1:30 p. m., until 
which time a recess was taken. 

At the afternoon session’ Lauterio ap- 
peared, and after being reprimanded he 
testified. During the greater part of the 
afternoon he was upon the rack of cross-ex- 
amination. 

At the conclusion of Lauterio’s cross-ex- 
amination the prosecution rested their case, 
as the jury was excused until 10 a. m., 
today. 

Mr. Gage, for the defense, made the an- 
nouncement that the testimony iu Edel- 
man’s behalf was in excellent shape. It 
would, he said, take only about an hour 
and a half to present it. The case will, 
therefore go to the jury this evening. T he 
argument will, in ail probability, commence 
this atternoon. 

The trial will have occupied five days. 

LAUTERIO’S TESTIMONY. 

At the afternoon session of the court 
Deputy County Auditor Frank Lauterio ap- 
peared. He was severely reprimanded by 
the Court for not being inattendance. Lau- 
terio’s excuse was that he hada sick child, 
‘The Judge stated that he had no desire to 
make an example of Lauterio, and he 
would theretore be lenient with him. He 
wanted it distinctly understood that in the 
future all parties who disobeyed the pro- 
cesses of the court would be severely pun- 
ished. The witness was excused for this 
time. He then took the stand. 

Mr. White objected to any further ex- 
amination of Lauterio unless it be solely 
and exclisively on matters brought out by 
cross-examination, The Court overruled 
the objection to which the defendant’s 
counsel excepted. The various fraudu- 
lent warrants issued for supposed 
services of parties as jurors were shown 
to Lauterio by the Assistant District Attor- 
ney. Several of the warrants Lauterio 
swore he had himself delivered to Edelman. 
After introducing a number of warrants in 
evidence the direct examination closed. 

On cross-examination Lauterio stated that 
he wasin the Auditor’s office until June 
1889. Lie was asked by Mr. White if heha 
not in that month and that year run away, 
and become a fugitive from justice, .. .. 

Lauterio refused to answer the question 
on the ground that it would criminate him- 


The witness was shown one of the stubs 
of the warrant books in use in the Auditor’s 
office at the time he was a deputy. He was 
asked if he had filledin the stubs on the 
same day that he had issued the fraudulent 
warrants. Lauterio did not remember the 
particular circumstances under which he 
issued each particular warrant. 

Lauterio was shown four indictments 
against him. Hewas asked if they were 
the matters in which he feared he would 
give incriminating testimony if he an- 
swered certain questions asked him by Mr.

siderable argument was indulged ip by 
counsel, This JudgeSmith stopped with 
the remark that he “would not have any of 
that side talk.”’ 

The witness was then asked if he had not 
had a conversation with the District-Attor- 
ney after he had returned from San Bernar- 
dino in the summer of 1889 in the society of 
the Sheriff. Hesaid that he had a conver- 
sation with that officer after his return. 
What this conversation was, was not 
brought out. 

Lauterio’s cross-examination as to the 
stub books covering the issuance of the 
fraudulent warrants, was very rigid and 
very close. Mr. White forced the admission 
from the witness that he had filled in the 
stubs, and the writing appearing upon them 
was his. 

At the conclusion of Lauterio’s cross- 
court adjourned until 10 a. 
today.

STOLEN JEWELRY. 


Bold Robbery of Bartlett 
Bros.’ Safe. 


THE WORK OF GREEN HANDS. 


Fifteen Hundred Dollars’ Worth of 

Jewelry Taken—Valuabie Dia- 
monds Overlooked by 


Night before last the jewelry depart- 
ment of Bartlett Bros.’ music store 
in the Phillips Block, was robbed 
in the boidest possible manner, by 
persons who are evidently beginners, 
for they took a pour jet of mixed jewelry, 
when they had several thousand dollars’ 


The robbery was not made public until 
late yesterday morning’ when Mr. B rtlett 
opened Up his safe and found that some one 
had been toying with the jewelry. The 
story, as told by persons who have made an 
investigation, is out of the ordinary run, 


affair, 

The jewelry department is on the 
left of the main entrance, and 
the Santa Fé ticket office is on 


the right. The ticket office closes up 
at5 o'clock every afternoon, but asarule 
the jewelry department and the music store, 
which isin the rear of the room, are not 
closed until late. 

Night before last Mr. Bartlett put the 
jeweiry in the big safe that stands in the 
lightfrom the Jamp in front of the door, 
but hedid not lock the safe door, asa re- 
hearsal was to take place in the music de 
partment later in the evening. During the 
rehearsal Mr. Bartlett stood where he could 
get a full view of the safe, and had anyone 
entored the place it is almost certain that 
Mr. Bartlett would have seen them. 

As soon as the rehersal was over and Mr. 
Bartlett was ready to close the store he 
locked the safe, and the fifteen or twenty 
people who were in the store filed out. Mr, 
Ppaype did not notice anything wrong, but 

itis believed by the detectives that the safe 
was robbed by theiv@s who were concealea 
behind the Santa Fé counter. 

Yesterday morning when Mr. Bartlett's 
jeweler opened the safe he noticed that the 
trays had been disturbed, but he thought 
Mr. Bartlett had been in the safe, and paid 
no attention to the matter until Mr. Bart- 
lett came and discovered that some 
jeweiry was missing. The thieves had 
missed some fine diamonds, which goes to 
show that they were either frightened off by 
the people in the back of the store, or did 
not know good jewelry when they saw it. 

Several trays were found hidden under the 
counter, and Detective Fred Smith found 
several smali plush boxes on Boyd street, 
that had been thrown away after removing 
the jewelry.

_ Man and Woman Adjudged Insane—

Justice Stanton yesterday decided to hold 
Rev. Samuel J. Fieming to answer to the 
Superior Court on a charge of assaulting 
his servant, girl; Annie Petersen, with in- 
tent tocommit rape, on the lith of March. 

Yesterday at 1 o'clock was the time the 
justice had fixed as the hour when he 
—.wouid decide whether or not toallow the 
motion of Fieming’s counsel to dismiss the 
charge. The result was that the courtroom 
was crowded, and Justice Stanton was evi- 
dentiy pleased to see so many of his friends 
present, for he beld them some time before 
aunouncing his decision. Although a little 
late when it did come, the decision Was 
neveribeless interesting. 

The justice stated that he had carefully 
and close y examiued into the evidence aud 

He was cleariy of the 
opinion that the defendant Fieming could 
net be convicted of the charge of assault 
with inientto commitrape. He did not, 
however, desire to take the responsibility of 
discharging him. Taat he would leave for a 
jury to determine. Hetheretore held the 
defendant Fieming to answer and placed 
his bond at $1000.

|Mr. Holman Only Wants $40,000

Mr. Hoiman of Indiana who as an 
economist in Congress bas saved the 
country more millious than it can ever 
realize, has once more done his coun- 
trymen a useful service by an old-fash- 
ioned taik about frugality in living, 
and its value as a factor in conducing 
to domestic happiness. Spegking for 
himself, he thought he could bappy 
with a fortune of $40,000 and ™& horse 
and buggy’—if he could have mofe 
than that be wouldn’t takeit. Mr. 
Cannon of lilinois, with whom he was 
Aalking, thought $200,000 would be an 
ideal fortune. Mr. Heiman took ex- 
ception to that figure upon moral 
grounds. ‘“‘What are the bundreds of 
other people who have to toil and 
struggle for enough bread toeat going 
to do,”’ ne asked, “if single individuals 
hold "large tortunes of upwards of 
$200,000? Every ambitious for 
weaith should think of that.” And 
ttle Indiana Congressman elaborated 
his ideas in these words: 

The prayer, “Il want neither poverty 
nor wealth, ” is one tha. should be on 
every man’s lips. Extreme poverty is 
a bad thing; but I doubt if excessive 
wealth is any more to be desired. Com- 
fort is enough. I think sometimes of 
how the public men of fifty years ago 
lived, very simple, and at small ex- 
pense, but remember that they were as 
comtortable aud contented as any one 
of today is. 

On ail questions of retrenchment Mr. 
Holman is entitled to speak as one 
i vested with the authority of ripe ex- 
perience. Yet be bimself would admit 
on reflection that it would bea difficult 
matter to determine arbitrarily a limit 
at which individual wealth would. be- 
come a social menace. Nor would it 
be easy to establish the contention that 
the ambition for wealth is necessarily 
ap evil in a social and economic sense. 

Putting aside these speculative ques- 
tions, it will be -widely admitted that 
Mr. Holman’s philosophy of domestic 
happiness has a deal to commend it; 
and vone would more frankly concede 
its soundaoess than some of tne richest 
men in the land today—men like 
Gould and Carnegie, who, if ques- 
tioned, would say that the happiest 
period "of their lives was that in which 
they were compelied to struggie for a 
livelihood. Of course, Mr. Hoiman’s 
ideas will be sneered at by the pro- 
gressive spirits, especially by those in 
public life, as old, fogyish, and as not 
adapted to the altered social conditions 
of the times. Nevertheless, while it is 
true that times change and men change 
with them, there ig plenty of food for 
wholesome thought in the excerpt 

above given; and its author has done & 
public service in giving it utterance, 
which his conatituents’ might filly 
recognize by some such testimonial as 
the coveted “horse and bugzgy.’”’ 


PEASANT AND FARMER. 


The Former Displacing the Latterin 
Some States. 
IProf. Rodney Welch in the Forum.] 
It may sound strange to eastern 
nevertheless true, 
that there are more farms in Iinois, 


deserted by their owners, than there 
are in New Hampshire, Vermont and 
Massachusetts. In the New England 
States, owners leave their farms be- 
cause the labor spent in cultivating 
them is no longer remunerative, but 
such is not the case in the prairie re- 
gions of the West. There the owners 
of farms leave them for the reason that 
they cau obtain suflicient rent from ten- 
ants toenable them to support their 
families in towns. Cities in several of 
the Western States contain hundreds 
of retired farmers. Springfield, Lil., 
and Janesville, Wis., are good exam- 
ples of the towns in which these ab- 
sentee landlords reside. These retired 
farmers or absentee landlords take 
little interest in keeping up good roads 
in the townships in which their land 
is situated, or in sustaining schools of 
a high grade. As arule, they do not 
even keep upthe improvements on 
their furms or commence new ones, 
They erect_no substantial buildings, 
plant no orchards and vineyards, and 
set out no ornamental trees and shrubs. 
Their farms are worked, as mines and 
quarries are, for the amount of market- 
abie material they can be made to 
produce. /As their tenants ordinarily 
lease the land from year to year, they 
have no interest in making improve- 
ments. The result of this is the 
formation of a distinct peasant class, 

such as is found in Bavaria and Bohe- 
mia. In entire counties in Illinois and 
Wisconsin the English language is 
ever heard outside the large 

towns. The church services are con-| 
ducted in a foreign tongue, and in- 
struction is given in it in the schools. 

The intellectual condition of the’ peo- 
ple who occupy farms is not above that 
ef the lowest class of laborers in our 
large cities. The townships they in- 
habit seem like detached portions of 
central Europe put down near the cen- 
ter of the new world. Nominally 
these meu may be citizens, for town 
politicians have had them passed 
through the naturalization mill; but 
they know little and care less about 
the institutions of the country.

INLAND CITIES. 


Nearly all the great cities of the 
world in ancient and in modern times 
bave been inland cities. Very few of 
them were locatéd on navigable 
streams, and fewer still on tidewater, 
Imperial Rome, for example, is situa- 
ted on a small, unnavigable river, the 
muddy Tiber. The nearest shipping 
point to Rome is Ostia, more miles 
away from that city than any of our 
ports are from Los Angeles; London, 
the greatest city of modern times, as 
Rome was of the ancient world, is 
located many miles up the Thames, 
a small stream, hardly’ targer 
than the Tiber. Paris, Lerlin, 
Vienna, Madrid, Moscow, are promi- 
nent examples of modern inland cities, 
as were Babylon, Samarcand, Damas- 
cus, and Jerusalem of e¢arlier times. 
Safety from the attack of an enemy ap- 
proaching by sea, doubtless governed 
the location of some of these cities, but 
not all of th8m. Damascus, Moscow 
and others similarly situated, grew out 
of overland commerce, carried on in 
one way and another. The ungainly 
camel has been called the ship of the 
desert, and at times in the world’s his- 
tory, vast trade has been conducted 
in merchandise transported on the 
backs of camels. In modern times 
that very useful animal has 
been largely superseded by the focomo- 
tive, and his well-worn paths have 
given place to railroad tracks. In fact, 
by far the largest share of the com- 
merce of the world is carried on now 
by railroad, and the cities having the 
greatest railroad facilities are the ones 
which in these times prosper most. 
Look at Chicago, a thousand miles 
from tide-water, but the center of un- 
limited railroad commerce, and the 
uest flourishing city of the day. 


Los Angeles is happy in’ being situ- 


‘ated just about far enough from the 
sea, and in being a railroad center of no 
mean proportions. In this respect 
sbe excels all cities on the Pacitic 
Coast of America. Los Angeles is ai- 
ready a city of large commerce, con- 
sidering the number of her population, 
and she only needs a little more of that 
spirit of enterprise which characterizes

CALIFORNIA FRUIT. 


A Big Market ‘for It in 
New York. 


INTERVIEW WITH AN {MPORTER. 


New Yorkers are Beginning to Ap- 
preciate the Quality of Cali- 
fornia Frults—Some Sample 


“New Yorkers know the taste of 
California fruits pretty well now,” said 
K. L. Goodsell, Gotham’s biggest fruit 
importer, to a San Francisco Chronicle 
reporter at the Palace Hotel. “It is 
true that they don’t like to pay a nickel 
each for pears And peaches, which is 
the price often charged at tbe retail 


tion can’t help what the retailers 
charge. There igs really no reason why 
the fruit should be so high. Imagine 
paying 60 cents adozen for Bartlett 
pears in San Francisco.” 
‘Will you tell me something about 
the past season’s results of California 
fruit shipments to New York?’ asked 
the reporter. 


‘**Very well, and incidentally 1 wili 
teli you a good many facts which the 
fruit dealers here have been after me 
for, alibough thus far, unsuccegs- 
fully.” 

Mr. Goodsell unwrapped a formid- 
alle package of papers that had a very 
fruity odor. They fairly bristled with 
figures, and be ran bis eye over théni 
occasionally as he went on to Say: 
‘The favorable outlook in the spring 
of 1890 regarding the East as a market 
for California fruits was very flatter- 
ing, and justified the dealers in the be- 
lief of a prosperous year. ‘The reports 
as to the eastern fruit crops were for 
once truthful. Through the entire 
season no green deciduous fruits were 
shipped to New York from any place 
nearer than California © 

‘The vacuum thus created can well 
be imagined when itis known that the 
daily fruit supply of New York aver- 
ages 100 carloads a day of peaches from 


Delaware and New Jersey, and prob- 
ably 1,000,000 packages ot small fruits 
from near-by points. These being 


wholly wanting, the advantage to 
Calitornia fruit growers was a great 
one. It was possibly such as may not 
occur again for twenty years. Leaving 
as it did a clear field for the products 
of this State, the opportunity for your 
borticulturists was golden indeed.” 

“How will this affect 
the trade in the future?’ was here in- 
quired. 

*Oh, very markedly indeed. The 
foothold gained last year by Pacific 
Coast orchard products was such as to 
insure a greater demand and a larger 
nuwber of markets aud outlets than 
could have otherwise have been ob- 
tained and made in the ordinary course 
of increase in perhaps fifteen or twenty 
years.” 

“Where are these new markets?” 
was asked. 

“All over -the castern country. 
Why; little towns, whose people .had 
known nothing ubout the taste of your 
green deciduous fruits, were compelled 
touse them during the past season. 
It should be noted tliat the popularity 
of the fruit became so great as to 
make probable that in future a 
preference tor it will exist among buy- 
ers in every market that handled it 
for the first time last season. 

“Our near-by-grown fruits,” contin- 
ued Mr. Goodsell, have qualities, or 
lack ot qualities that prevent them 
from keeping well for any length of 
time. Where a Delaware peach or a 
New Jersey Bartlett pear will keep, 
under the most tavorable conditions 
for only about three days, the Cali- 
ifornia peach and Bartlett pear have 
‘been Known to keep well for twenty 
days. In the eyes of smail dealers 
this is a great recommendation in it- 
self. Then, too, the attractive style of 
packages in which California fruits 


jare putup rendera their. sale more 


easy thar is that of the eastern prod- 
uct. Eastern fruit is put upin bas- 
kets and barrels that do not look at all 
attractive. 

‘A lack of flavor was urged against 
California fruits afew years ago; but 
you hear nothing of that now. It is 
generally conceded that their flavor is 
all that can be asked and compares 
most favorably with that of the or- 
chards near New York. , , 

“When IL came to California three 
years ago I stated at a meeting of fruit- 
growers that the market for the Cali- 
fornia product could be largely ex- 
tended in New York and vicinity. At 
that time (1555) ther@é were fifty-six 
cars of fruit shipped to New York. In- 
asmuch as there were fuliy 300 carloads 
of ail Kinds of near-by-grown fruits 
sold in that city daily, 1 felt confident. 
not only from what I could see of the 
grand resources of California in this 
line, but also from the superior man- 
ner in which the fruits~ could be 
handled from your State in ours 
by reason of its appearance, 
quality and the style of packages, 
that there need to be no limit tothe 
extent of its introduction in our terri- 
tory—that is, if properly managed at 
ourend. Beileying then, as I do now, 
that this State would eventually sup- 
ply the entire United States with ail 
its green deciduous and dried fruits, 
to say nothing of citrus fruits, I com- 
menced the fight on my return to New 
York, and the tigures I will now give 
you speak for themselves as_ to the re- 
sult of my actions.’’ 

Mr. Goodsell then looked a little 
more closely at his papers and said: 

the increase of fruit ship- 
ments irom California to New York 
reached nearly 300 cars of 20,000 
pounds each, or about 6,000,000 pounds 
altogether. Of these l received and 
sold 151 carloads, or 3,020,000 pounds. 
The fruit sold for $187,406.65, with the 
average acar gross, of $1241.10, and an 
average a car, net, of $116.67, alto- 
gether netting $03,117.60. 

‘The fruit seasun of 1890 Was one of 
which California has reasen to be 
proud, as it undoubtedly presents the 
greatest evidence of increase that any 
jine of business has ever shown in the 
history of mercantile trade in one wear. 
The grand total of cars. of California 
fruit received in New York was 743, 
or in ail 14,860,000 pounds, a gain of 
S48 cars in one year. Of these I sold 
573 cars, or 11,460,000 pounds, with 
gross proceedS of 5§03,514.54, and 
net proceeds of $462,303.37. The 
average price @ Cur gross was 21402.29,

Justice is te be tempered with mercy 
in the Bruner case at Sacramento it 
seems. Or let usstate the matter dif- 
ferently: Justice is to be entirely for- 
gotten und itsclaims surrendered to 
mercy. If Bruner were the only per- 
son to be remembered we should be in- 
clined to indorse this merciful idea, 
for one can but be sorry for him. But 
itshould be borne in mind that the 
people of the State have some rights at 
stake in this matter. The charge of 
selling influence has been iterated and 
reiterated in connection with this Leg- 
islature. The truth of the charge is at 
last proved in this case. It seems that 
such an example sbould be made as 
will serve asa warning to future leg- 
islators. Justice to the public should 
no more be forgotton in this case than 
in that of any criminal. 

So much for thia view of the Bruner 
affair. Now we wish to call attention 
to another: It is said that the Repub- 
licans at Sacramento are almost a unit 
in condemnation of Bledsoe. In the 
name of decency, why? Is their moral 
status such that they can have no 
appreciation of the man who does what 
be conceives to be his duty in the faee 
of threats and ostracism? Thatsort of 
moral tone might well pervade a State 
prison, but should not be prevalent at 
a State Capitol. The man who stays 
by what he holds to be his duty is 
entitled to praise though he differs in 
opinion from 10,000 others. 

But press dispatches have had the 
hardibood to say that no inconsiderble 
part of the enmity to Bledsoe is due to 
the fact that many of the legislators 
are of the Bruner kind. Is this true, 
honorable members at Sacramento? 
The charge has been openly made, a 

any rate, and your hostility to an hon- 
orable man seems to give some color to 
the assertion. If there is one thing 
that the Legislature, with the constant 
charges of boodle use and the occa- 
sional proof of the same, cannot affurd 
todo, it is to condemn decency and 
honor when they are sometimes found 
in that body. Bledsoe has proved him- 


dound to the credit of legislators to 
treat him as such.

Why wasagent Gallagher discharged 
when he wrote that our crops had 
failed, and our rations must not be 
cut down? Why was the army called 
in by Agent Royer? And-if he was 
right, why was he discharged? And 
why does not the biame for what fol- 
lowed belong to the white men? Let 
everything that is said bere be written 
down, so that when we have to speak 
with other men it cannot be denied 
what was said bere.”’ 

This was the burden of all the 
speeches. Itis the burden of the evi- 
dence of the most competent white 
witnesses. Itis the general belief of 
intelligent citizens who are informed 
upon the subject. The remedy seems 
to be clear and simple erough.

Vice-president Stubbs Thinks Their : 
Formation Very Difficult. 
| San Francisco, March 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.) “Vice-president J. 
C. Stubbs of the Southern Pacific. was 
Jinterviewed today regardidg the pro- 
posed consolidation of large eastern 
roads. He expressed the opinion that-— 
there is no permanent solution of the 
many difficulties which are continually 
arising between the great railroad sys- 
tems of the country short of consolida- 
The difficulties in the way of 
consolidation, which would be so in 
fact and not in name only, are very 
many. What stands in the way, is ques- 
tions of the legality of such combines 
and the difficulty in obtaining the con- 
sent of all the stockholders of each 
road to the combination. 

Other difficulties in the way of unity | 
of interests are conditi@ns under which 
the different roads are bonded. In 
some instances bonds have been issued 
| for three times the worth of the road, 
on others for much less; while on many 
roads there are heavy mortgages at 
different rates of interest. These are 
stumbling blocks to consolidation, and 
there isone other which is perhaps 
greater than all—the need of all com- 
panies in one section of the country 
combining. If two or tbree forma 
combination, while the others are left 
out, itis acase of tying their hands 
for the benefit of outsiders.

 Wasntneron March 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.} The Secretary of 
Agriculture has prescribed an elaborate 
set of rules and regulations for the in- 
Spection of live cattle and hogs and 
carcasses under the law of August 
last. The proprietors of establishments 
engaged in slaughtering and packing 
animals, the carcasses or products of 
which are to become the subject of in- 
terstate or foreign commerce, will 
‘make application in writing to the Sec- 
retary for inspection, giving detailed 
information in regard to their product, 
etc. The Secretary will give the estab- 
official numbers, by .which 
all inspected products will thereafter 
be known. He has appointed inspec- 


tors to take charge of the work at each 


establishment. 

This inspector will examine all ani- 
mmals before slaughtering and at the 
time of slaughter and shall condemn 
any found to ba diseased or unfit for 
food. The carcasses of the cattle will 
be stamped with numbered stamps 
and the jatter Willbe sent to the de- 
partment at Washington. Each and 
every article of food products made 
from inspected carcasses will be la- 


/belled or marked in such manner as 


the owner of the establishment may 
direct. Inthe case of swine in ad- 
dition to the above rules a micro- 
lscopic examipation for trichinae will 
be required for ail products. The in- 
speciors wili issue acertificate for all 
carcasses or products to be exported 
into foreign countries.

then, through the newspapers, the public 
learns that John Jones, a sober and 
industrious workman, has been found 
with his wife and babies in a dyimwg con- 
dition from lack of food. Perhaps never 
before, except in times of pestilence, have 
so many of these pitiful stories been read as 
during the last winter. Those who read 
utter asympathetic word and shudder as 
they think of their own babies. Then the 
incident is forgotten. If it happens to pos- 
sess some peculiarly sensational features, 
as, for instance, was the case when a car- 
penter tried to jump from the Brooklyn 
bridge because he could get no work, John 
Jones is overwhelmed with provisions, 
money and jobs. 

But the case of John Jones is only a bub 
ble on the mighty current of poverty ever 
flowing through large cities. The wailings 
of hunger from thousands of infant throats 
hever reach ears attuned to sympathy, 
and cemeteries are peopled every day with 
those who have slid from poverty’s Kuee 
into the serenity of the grave. 

As Americans are a progressive people, 
however, and as many have gotten together 
so much money that chasing the nimble 
dollar has lost its zest, they naturaily turn 
attention to otherthings. And among those 
poverty is receiving at the present time a 
good deal of notice, In the effort to ameli- 
orate existing conditions one naturally 
asks, with Artemus Ward, “Why is this 
thus? What is the reason of this busi- 
ness?’ Of course the conclusion is quickly 
reached that the inherent selfishness of 
man or the inhumanity referred to by Mr. 
Pope is the first cause. But this answer 
does not satisfy. The public wants some- 
thing more specific. Then the question be-

artificial resources of the locality will not 
support lifein decency and comfort. An 
illustration of this fact is seen in the pro- 
digious increase in the tenement house dis- 
trict of New York city during the past 
twenty-one years. 

_In 1869 there were 14,872 tenements, with 
a population of 468,492 persons. In 1879 the 
number of tenements was estimated at 
21,000, and their tenants had passed the 
half million mark. In 1888 the tenement 
houses had increased to 32,390, with a popu- 
lation of 1,093,701 souls. At the present 
time there are 57,216 tenements, and their 
population is over 1,250,000. These statis- 
tics, it is safe to assume, hold good, accord- 
ing to the ratio of population, in all the 
great cities in the United States. If one 
inquires into the causes of this overcrowd- 
ing he shall find that a big city is like an 
enormous electric light, sending its rays all 
over the world. What wonder, then, that 
the human moths are attracted to it, and 
that many of them fly into the city like 
birds against the thick glass of a light- 
house tower, only to perish! It is only 
human instinct after all. What man is 
there who has walked down Pennsylvania 
avenue in Washington, the gay Chestnut

street in Piladelphia, or the still more or- 
namental and attractive Broadway in New 
York, but has felt the delightful sense of 
human companionship which the hurrying 
crowd affords, to say nothing of the at- 
tractive windows gleaming with color and 
the almost endiess means of amusement! 
Besides, the emigrant’s objective ,point is 
almost invariably a large city. 
money only enables him to land in the 
city, and he cannot getaway. He wouldn’t 
if he could. Then that great gaunt specter 
of competition salutes him. He can only 
work with his hands, and anybody with 
health can do that. Consequentiy he can- 
not get a job at cleaning the street, the 
railroad has more men than it knows what 
to do with, and the ‘longshoreman wishes 
that a pestilence would come and kill off 
some of his competitors. 

Another cause of the poverty in larre cit- 
its IS cue mcreased cost of living. hvery- 
thing the poor man buys must be bought 
from a middieman. Fresh milk, which 
costs him five cents a quart in the country, 
requires the expenditure of an additional 
three cents.

Therviiter knows, as the 
result of personal experince, that there is 
more destitation and poverty in the tene- 
ment districtof New ) ork in one week than 
he saw in the Emerald Isle in three months’ 
travel among. the pessants, The poor 
Irishman has leas Money in Ireland than 
in America, but he has more pure air; less 
meat and more fresh vegetables, and he 
pays less rent. These conditions would 
held equally good in the country districts 
of America. | 

Now as to remedies. What has beer 
done and what measures are now in opera-

tion to relieve the distressed poor? Philan- 
thropy has been tried and found wanting. 
It serves very often as q :neans of tempo- 
rary relief, just asa soit of camphor re- 
lieves the hendache, but it does not touch 
the root of the discase. You cannot make 
a useful citizen of atramp b® giving him 
ten. cents. A hickory stick and a bucksaw, 
with the consciousness that he can earn a 
dollar, will do the business much more 
thorouchly. Samuel J. Tilden once said 
that the only practical solution of the so- 
cial question was throuch politics. This 
remark was brought out by the fact that 
much of the misery of the poor is due to 
their own heedlessness and ignorance. The 
beneficent influence of education now in 
operation throughout «!l large cities will 
do much to rectify these defects. Keonomy 
in thousands of poor families is an un- 
known quality. When they have money 
they spend it lavishly iu 6ne or two days, 
and go without for the rest of the week. 
The most pitiful exhibition of ignorance is 
seen in the case of the children. 

Mrs. Fiske Bryson, a female physician 
of New York city, says tat she has visited 
hundreds of homes wWiere the parents of 
sick children did not know enough to shut 
down the windows when there was a fall 
in temperature of 15 degs. Numbers of 
instances are also on record where tenants 
have stolen the brass fittings of wash tubs 
and the connecting lew pipes and sold 
them for old junk rather than use these 
conveniences for sanitary purposes. 

Still,with all these discouragements there 
is no real reason for hopelessness. The 
practical men in America have learned that 
the Only way to leasen the more flagrant 
evils of poverty is to tackle the evilin a 
businesslike way, and to leave sentiment 
entirely out of -the question. Chicago has 
taken hold of the subject with a will and 
with every prospect of success. Felix Adler, 
the apostle of ethical cuiture in New York, 
reports that the model tenement scheme 


ing is paying 5 per cent. on the money in- 
vested. The board of‘health of New York 
has increased its visita of inspection to 
crowded tenements; old rookeries are being 
supplanted by substantial, well ventilated 
buildings, and many of the more sanguine 
humanitarians are positive that if poverty 
isn’t dead it will at least be hamstrung by 
the time the Twentieth century is born.

A GREAT PROJECT. 


To Mt. Wilson Over an 
Electric Railroad. 


WILL BEGIN AT ONCE. | 


A Most Advantageous Thing for 


Pasadena—In Running Order 
in Less Than a Year—Prof, 
Lowe at the Head. 


During the past year the air has 
been rife with rumors regarding the 
construction of a railroad to the top of 


~ Mount Wilson, but no definite infor- 


mation has so far been given the 
much-interested public on the subject. 
THE Times today presents all the facts 
obtainable, Considerable space is de- 
yoted to the matter, for the reason 
that it is of paramount importance to 
Pasadena and, indeed, the whole of 
Southero California. 

To begin with, an electric road will 


be built to the top of 
the peak. The survey just completed 
under the auspices of f. T. 8. C. 


Lowe of this city, has shown the pro- 
‘ject to be entirely feasible. The road 
will be twelve miles long. It begins 
its ascent at the mouth of Rubio 
Cafion, just north of Altadena, from 
which point it will. course. along the 
side of the mountain on an easy seven 
per cent grade, keeping on the west 
side of Eaton Cafion (called by many 
admirers **Grand’’ Cajion. as itis suid 
to surpass in beauty both the Arkansas 
and Grand cafiops of the Colgrado), 
and reaching the peak where the obser- 
vatory stands, which spot has been se- 
cured forthe main mouuntaingstation 
- of the road. 
~* Prof. Lowe feels sangume that the 
road will be completed within one 
year and a good part of it to points of 
interest on the route in much less time. 
One baif the sum necessary for buiid- 
ing the road was subscribed as soon as 
it was known that work would be eh- 
tered upon at once, and there is 
sufficient indication that the whole 
amount will be forthcoming without 
much solicitation. Itis fortunate for 
the enterprise that it has at its head a 
man of Prof. Lowe’s energy and judg- 
ment. His touch is a signal of success. 
He never takes hold of an enterprise 
until he is convinced that it. is fea- 
“sible and that it will pay, and once he 
takes hold he never lets go until suc- 
cess is achieved... ln this undertaking 
be has not been satisfied with hearsay, 
but has personally climbed and ex- 
plored the mountains a number of 


~ times and has carefuliy inspected the 


route determined upon. 

There are less than a dozen moun- 
tain railroads operating in the world, 
hence they are a rare novelty and in- 


- variably surpass all other roads in 


earning capacity. ‘The conditions here 
are extremely favorabie for a road that 
will eclipse them all, and the pro- 


gressive capitalists who have put their 


mvuney into the undertaking wil! un- 
doubtedly reap rich rewards. The only 
wonder is the opportunity was not 
sooner grasped. Most of these roads 
be operated but a few months in 
the year. Tbe Mt. Washington road 
runson an average two and a balf 
months in ayear. Its original cost was 
large, the running expenses are heavy, 
and the cost of repairs excessive—the 
roadbed being built almost entirely on 
timbers, which, in that climate, decay 
rapidly. In spite of all this, and the 
tact that there is, comparatively no 
local population within several 
‘ed miles to patronize , it 


- rarely divides less than a 17 per cent. 


annual dividend. When the road was 
built the number of people -visit- 
ing Mt. Washington, notwithstand- 
ing there is a good carriage 
road was not balf as great as the pres- 
ent yeariy total of those who ascend 
Mt. Wilson. ‘The two mountains are 
of nearly the same altitude, but the 
climatic conditions are altogether dif- 
ferent. During fully one-half of the 
Mt. Washington season the visitor sel- 
dom sees anything but the hotel and 
craggy rocks, the summit being so en- 
veloped in clouds. There is not ashrub 
er stick of timber along the last three 
miles of the road. Yet 30,000 people 
make the trip every season, as com- 
ared with less than three thousand 
tore the railroad was operated. If, 
under these cilcumstances, an expen- 
ive road, running but a small portion 
of the year, pays so well, how much 
more may be expected in a locality like 
this, where the season is full twelve 
months, with the skies almost continu- 
ally clear, and where there are so many 
and far greater attractiens. Probably 
four times as many strangers visit this 
locality annually who come long dis- 
tances to see and enjoy all that. is 
within reach, in addition to a near-by, 
permanent, well-to-do population o1 
about 200,000 people. These latter at 
present supply the bulk of all who as- 
cend the mountain. 

Those who have ascended the most 
prominent accessible mountains are 
emphatic in pronouncing the Sierra 
Madres the most interesting of all.

purcbased one of the best sites on the 
mountain, it having been demvcnstrated 
by two years’ practical experiments 
that this is the clearest atmosphére 
known for such purposes. 1t would, 
however, be impracticable, if not im-: 


| 


possible, to erect either of these tefe- 
scopes without the aid ofa railroad to 
Carry the necessary heavy freights. 

The construction of the new road 
will begin at once, the right-of-way 
over the entire route having been se- 
cured. Theroad will be buitit in the 
most substantial manner, with heavy 
rails and ties, suitable for the use of 
either steam locomotives or the heav- 
jest electrical motor cars, the latter be- 
ing deemed preferable on account of 
the great power that can be obtained, 
‘ite reliability, easy management, abso- 
lute safety and economic cost of oper- 
ating.

It will give employment to many 
who need it and will widely advertise 
the town as being at the starting-point 
of what is bound to prove thé most 
wonderful and popular mouatain rail- 
road in the world. All praise to the 
men who have backed up their faith in 
Pasadena by investing their money in 
an undertaking which will prove ad- 
vantageous not only to themselves, but 
to the entire community.
